COUNTRY AIR PROMOTES LONG LIFE? 


Breathing an Atmosphere of Pnrity Wardl 


Off Deadly Dlaease. 


The loss of pure air, enushine and 


other' 'free'' goods arid their effect on the 
physique of city dwellers are not'ade- 
quately compensated by hygienic re- 
'orms of town life itself, while the in- 
creased number and complexity of sen- 
sations impose a greater strain upon the 
nervous system. The nervous degenera- 
ion v?hioh thus accrues may perhaps be 
ohecked in time by further hygienic im- 
provement of the town and by a gradual 
eadjijatment between the nervous ays- 
em and. its changed environment. But 
meantime grave physical injuries arise 
lirectly from 
those very 
economic 


changea which have raised the economic 
condition of the great mass of the work- 
ers and have probably reduced the 
quantity of purely economic poverty. 
iVhen we reflect that the physical in- 
nriea'of town life, attested by tables of 
nortality and Jmpnired_njuscul.ar aotiy- 
tyV'falTmos't heavily upon the poor, we 
hall soo grave reasons of industrial and 
ocial life are generally favorable to the 
physical vitality of the low paid worker 
>r the residuum—that is to say, whether 
10 gets any'net vital advantage out of 
he higher rate of real wages which he 
obtains when he is working. 


When we also bear in mind that each 


year n higher proportion of the workers 
aro living in largo towns, where the 
Iniu* Ls'.ii of life is about 15 per cent less 
ban iii tho country, and that tho ago of 
enforced retirement from regular wage 
earning is, by reason of the strain of 
lompetitioii and the regulations of trade 
organizations, considerably earlier than 
t wsis formally, and that an increased 
regularity of employment is discerni- 
jJe in many of most trades, we may 


d it doubtful Whether the average 


vorker of the lower order makes a total 
ifo wage which is any higher than he 
made formerly. The conclusion applied 
jy Charles Booth to the whole body of 
workers that "in one way or another 
effective working life is ten years longer 
n the country than in town" has an 
mportnut significance when we remein- 
ior that each decennial census shows a 
plowing proportion cf workers subject 
;o tho conditions of town life.—Contem- 
jorary Eoviow.

contains 371^ grains of silver, exactly 
the same amount as the first silver 
dollar coined in ,the United Stales 
mint. 
Though the quantity of silver 


ID other silver coins hws been changed 
by act of Congress, the silver dollar 
has always contained 371M grains,, no 
more and no less, when issued from 
the mint. 


The silver dollar is by law a legal 


tender for 100 cents, just the same as 
the gold dollar, and for that reason it 
remains at par with the gold dollar. It 
will pay just as much debt or taxes 
and will purchase just as mucn of any 
commodity as a gold dollar and it, ia 
therefore at par with the gold dollar. 
A bur of silver or gold containing tail 
times as much metal as a silver or gold 
dollar will not pay n debt ot one dollar 
because it is not legal tender. 


If the mints were open to silver as 


they are to gold, and aa they had been 
from the- organization of the Govern- 
ment up to 1873, the metal in the silver 
dollar as in the gold dollar would be 
north one hundred cents, less the cost 
of mintage, but whatever the price of 
silver in bars, the standard dollar of 
the United States will be worth 100 
cents oo long as the law makes it a 
legal tender for that amount.

A curious case of "mimicry" has

A Peculiar Cough. 


At a recent meeting of one of the 


French societies a paper was read on 
what was diagnosed as u t«*T)IHar congh. 
This congh is described as violent, spas- 
modic and painful. It was frequently 
accompanied by reflexes in the neighbor- 
ing region, and particularly by a pro- 
f aso watering of the eyes.
